Canadians were justified in unilaterally asserting 
pollution control over the vast arctic waters of North 
America, A Defense Department legal officer contended 
that in a "sroundswell of nationalism" the Canadians had 
gone too far and that tne result would undoubtedly hurt 
the orderly development of international law of the sea. 
Control of the northwest passage could easily have been 
effected by simply widening Canada’s territorial seas ^ to 
XI -.Biles or possible even by the existing 3 mile limit . 
Aariheratore, it was argued, se& pollution is r»ot restricted 
v.o rfe seas of the Canadian arctic, but to a) 1 arctic seas 
and hence any regulatory assertions should be made by all 
circumpolar nations. Two Canadian speakers countered with 
statements that the potential seriousness of oil pollution 
in an arctic environment is so great ar„d that the existing 
methods for instituting safeguards so slow that the Canadian 
Government had no alternative. Several international lawyers 
claimed 'that the Canadian unilateral action was not unusual, 
but rather a common practice in the development of inter- 
national law. The problem lies more ir the failure of 
-existing international law to protect the coastal state 
from irresponsible shipping practices rather than in 
Canada 5 s failure to adhere to existing international law.

5. Conclusions and Recommend ati ons 

a. The tone of this year's conference justifies 
OBGI Geography Division's recent decision to place increaseu 
emphasis on world law of the sea matters. Ocean science 
technology has entered a ’’quantum jump" era, with resulting 
exploitation of the seas and seabeds not far behind with all 
its attendant issues of national sovereignty and security, 
evolution of international law has not xept pace, and con- 
frontation and possible conflict between nations over these 
matters grows more likely. As our government enters into a 
period of heated domestic and international debate on law 
of the sea subjects and seeks to enact treaties with far- 
reaching consequences, it is important that components of 
the intelligence community acquire an understanding of these 
complex problem' and be alert to their national security 
implications. Attendance at a conference such as this is 
invaluable to the intelligence officer m developing such 
an understand ing . 

b„ It is recommended that OBGI subscribe to the 
Law of the Sea Institute's "Occasional Papers” and to "Ocean 
Science News". Several current basic texts on Law of the 
Sea, fisheries, and Oceanography should also be purchased. 

c« At a business session Dr. Lewis Alexander, 
Director of the Law of the Sea Institute announced that 
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the institute had recently received a $139,000 grant from 
the Ford Foundation. Of this sum, $90,000 is to be used 
to bring 30 interested foreigners a year to future confer- 
ences. Attempts will be made to select from countries othei' 
than those bordering the North Atlantic. Dr. Alexander is 
presently seeking suggestionsastowhoshould be invited.
